PREFACE. 


IT  is  more  than  forty  years  fince  I was  fully 
convinced,  by  an  attentive  perufal  of  various 
papers  on  the  fubjeft,  publiihed  both  in  Bri- 
tain and  New  England,  that  inoculating  for 
the  Small  Pox  was  a probable  means  of  pre- 
ferring life.  It  has  been  obferved  by  Dr 
Kirkpatrick,  in  his  Theory  of  the  Small  Pox 
and  Inoculation,  that  one  of  feven  dies  of 
the  natural  Small  Pox;  but  that,  of  fifteen 
hundred  inoculated  by  Do&ors  Ranby,  Mid- 
dleton, and  Hawkins,  only  three  had  died. 
The  following  fmall  Traft,  which  I am  in- 
formed was  writren  by  the  Rev,  Mr  William 
Cooper  ol  Bofton,  was  publiihed  there  in  1721, 
and  the  next  year  republilhed  at  London 
by  Mr  Neal,  with  Mr  Colman’s  narrative  of 
the  fucceis  of  inoculating  in  New  England, 
and  a large  hiftorical  introduftion.  That, 
narrative  and  introduction  are  omitted,  be- 
cauie  the  faCIs  they  contain  are  now  gener-. 
ally  known  to  all  who  enquire  into  the  hif- 
tory  ot  Medicine  ; and  becaufe  the  fmallnefs 
and  cheapnefs  of  this  pamphlet,  may  contri- 
tribu<.e  to  its  general  fpread  and  ufefulnefs. 
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Twenty  years  ago,  I heard  it  urged  againft 
inoculation,  that  in  Dumfries,  where  it  had 
been  much  prattifed,  deaths  had  increafed, 
rather  than  diminifhed,  fince  that  praftice. 
1 have  reafon  to  doubt  the  alleged  fa<ft; 
but,  if  it  was  true,  may  it  not  be  owing  to 
the  increafe  of  luxury  and  diilipation,  aud  of 
the  common  ufe  of  tea,  even  among  thofe  in 
the  lower  ranks  of  life  ? Perhaps,  however, 
it  would  be  an  ufeful  improvement  of  the 
bills  of  mortality,  if  diftintt  lifts  were  kept  of 
thofe  who  had  recovered  the  natural,  and  of 
thofe  who  had  recovered  the  inoculated  Small 
Pox,  and  of  the  proportion  of  the  deaths  of 
thofe  before  old  age  in  the  firft  and  in  the 
fecond  clafs.

Sir, 

THE  new  Met  hex!  o£  receiving  the  Smnlfc 
Pox  by  lncifioti  (or  Inoculation , as  it  is  com- 
monly called),  has  been,  you  know,  the 
fubjeft,  not  only  of  plentiful  dilcourfe,  but  of 
angry  debate  and  fierce  contention,  among  us  in-, 
this  town.  And  it  is  a,  very  unhappy  circum- 
fiance  attending  us  here,  that  almoft  every  thing 
that  is  now  done  or  doing  among  us,  if  it  be  at 
all  of  a public  nature,  creates  heats  and  animofi- 
ties.  I am  in  hopes  our  good  people  will  by  and. 
by  be  fen  hole  of  the  folly  and,  mifehief  of  this, 
and  come  to  fucli  a temper  as  will  fuller  them  to 
differ  from  one  another,  without  being  angry  with, 
one  another.  In. the  mean  time,  I hope  that  the 
people  in  other  towns  where  the  diftemper  has 
made  its  entrance,  will  preferve  a better  temper, 
if  any  among  them  fhould  put  this  method  into, 
practice 

Plowever  fome  among  us  may  appear  agairfft  it, 
out  of  party  and  prejudice,  or  make  an  engine  of  it 
to  ferve  tlefigns,  not  friendly  to  the  peace  and 
true  mte reft  of  the  place,  yet  there  are  many, 
who  ate  confdi ntioijly  averfe  to  it,  [ believe  ; andj 
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if  thefe  preserve  the  meeknefs  of  wifdom,  they  are 
(as  a very  reverend perfon  has  lately  faid  of  them) 
greatly  to  be  commended  and  honoured,  in  that 
they  will  not  ad  againft  a doubting  confcience. 

1 perceive  that  the  fcruples  and  objections  com- 
monly offered  by  people  here,  have  fuch  a force 
upon  your  mind,  as  keeps  you  from  going  into, 
this  method,  which  may  be  your  fafety  and  pre- 
fer vation.  Now  Friendfhip , (the  offices  of  which, 
fhould  be  facredly  regarded  by  us),  obliges  me  to 
attempt  to  relieve  and  help  you,  in  a matter 
wherein  your  life,  fo  precious  in  itfelf,  and  de-. 
fervedly  dear  to  me,  is  fo  much  concernedi. 

For  fatisfadion  about  the  faftiy  of  this  method 
in  an  ordinary  way  of  providence,  together  with  the 
eafuiefs  of  it,.  I rqfer  you.  to  the  obffrvations  on  it, 
made  and  publiffied  by  the  Reverend  Mr  Col* 
inan  ; of  th,e  greateft  part  of  which  matters  of 
fad  by  him  related,  I have  myfelf  been  an  eye- 
witnefs. 

But  that  which  you  want  fatisfadion-  about  is,, 
the  fcruples  and  objedions.  of  a cotfcieniious  or  rc-. 
ligious  nature,  which  are  commonly  offered  by 
people  againft  this. method,  rf;hefe  I ffiall  endear 
voUr  to  anfwcr  and.  refplve,  a$  I.  am  able,  in  a 
few  words  and  if  they,  afford  you  any  light  or 
iatisfadipn  refpeding  th«  lame,,  you  may  com*, 
r.umicalg  them  to  whom  ypu,  pleafe  *,  and  if  it 
fhould  be-,  thought  worth  while  to  make  them 
public,  I think  none  can,  c.enfure-  me-  for  ftart- 
ing  out  of  my  line,  or  meddling  with  what  ts 
none  of  my  bufniefs,.  fince  the  thing  I am  now 
upon,  relates,  to  religion  and  conjeitncr.

feif  Jicl  when  I am  well , or  voluntarily  to  bring  a 
dijlemper  upon  myfelf. 

Ans.  To  bring  ficknefs  upon  one’s  felf  for  its 
own  fake,  is  what  no  man  in  his  right  wits  would 
do.  But  to  make  myfelf  lick  in  fuch  a.  way,  as 
may  probably  ferv.e  my  health,  and  fave  my  life, 
and  with  fuch  a-  defign,  is  certainly  fitting  and 
reafonable,  and  therefore  lawful.  This  is  every 
day  practifed  among  people  without  any  fcruplc, 
in  purges  and  vomits,  and  other  things  in  medical 
ufe.  Now,  if  I may  lawfully  make  myfelf  fick, 
by  taking  fomething  in  at  my  mouth,  why  not  by 
putting  fomething  in  at  my  arm  ? Or,  if  I may 
lawfully  make  my.felf  fick  for  one  day , why  not  for 
two  days,  or  more,  as  the  cafe  may  require  ? 
Aye,  but  this  is  to  bring  a .dijlemper  upon  myfelf. 
I think  it  can  hardly  be  called  bringing  it  upon 
myfelf,  when  the  cafe  is  fo  with  me,,  (not  having 
had  the  diftemper,  and  living  in  an  infe&ed  air), 
that  I cannot  but  expert  to  undergo  it  in  a very 
little  time.  I know  indeed  God  can  preferve  me 
from  the  infection  but  when  my  neighbours  all 
round  me  are  vifited,  I know  of  no  warrant  that 
any  particular  perfion.  has  to  expett  an  extraordi- 
nary prefervation.  He  that  has  no  reafon'  tp 
think,  but  that  he  is  as  liable  to  the  Small  fox  ap 
other  people  are,  and  yet  keeps  in. the  way  of  it, 
ex  peeling  that  God  will  preferve  him  untouched, 
however  fome  may  give  it  the  nanre  of  truft,  and 
faith,  and  the  like,  I cannot  but  look  unon  it 
and  call  it  prefupiption.  In  fhort,  I cannot  but 
think,  when  I am  in  fuch  circumftances,  that  I 
can  neither  rationally  nor.  warruntably  expedb  to 
efcape  the  diftemper,  that  it  is  then  lawful  for'me 
to  bring  upon  myfelf  a letfer  degree  of  it,  to  pre- 
vent a greater,  I will  put  the.  cafe  thus  :,  If.  I 
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have  not  had  the  Small  Pox,  it  is  to  be  firppofecl, 
there  is  in  my  body,  what  I will  call  the  fuel  of 
that  diftempcr,  and  there  only  wants  the  lighting 
of  a fparh  to  fet  this  fuel  on  burning.  The  air  I 
breathe  in  is  full  of  thefe  fparks  ; and  I may  ex- 
pend, every  breath  I fetch,  to  draw  fome  of  them  in. 
If  now  it  appears,  upon  daily  experience,  that  by 
making  an  incifion  in  my  arm,  and  letting  in  the 
■fpark  in  that  way,  the  fuel  will  burn  with  lefs 
fiercenefs,  and  confequently  danger,  why  may 
not  I take  it  in  that  way  ? Why  mull  I needs 
ftay  till  it  comes  in  at  my  mouth  or  nofrils,  or 
through  fome  of  the  porous  parts  of  my  body  ? 
For  my  part,  I think  the  law  of  felf-prefervation , 
which  is  God’s  law,  requires  me  to  take  this  me- 
thod of  fafety,  whereby  (to  ufe  the  apt  words  of 
another)  the  difeafe  is,  through  God’s  common 
bleffing,  happily  converted  into  a remedy. 

Obj.  2,  But  ought  we  not  to  wait  God’s  time  for 

it  ? 

Ans.  I think  then  is  the  time  providence  calls 
me  to  this  method  of  fafety,  when  I am  in  immi- 
nent and  immediate  danger  of  the  diftemper  the 
other  way.  Should  any  one  go  into  the  practice 
of  inoculation,  out  of  a bravado,  without  his  be- 
ing in  known  hazard  of  the  diltemper  by  the 
common  way  of  infection,  I fhould  not  think  it 
warrantable.  But  then  is  Goa’s  time  for  us  to  ufe 
means,  of  fafety,  when  we  are  in  apparent  danger 
of  any  deadly  or  deftructive  evil- 

Obj.  3.  But  it  is  obje&ed  again.  Can  we  net 
trujl  God  ? 

Ans.  I fuppofe  every  body  will  allow,  that 
Ike  ufe  of  means  is  not  inconGftent  with  truft 
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in  God.;  and  why  there  cannot  be  trull  in  God 
in  the  ufe  of  this  means,  as  well  as  others,  I can- 
not imagine. 

Obj.  4.  But,  It  is  a going  from  God  to  matt. 

Ans.  How  ! Cannot  we  make  ufe  of  men  and 
means  in  a time  of  danger,  without  going  from 
God  ? If  any,  like  Llfo^  look  to  the  phyfician , and 
not  to  the  Lord , they  are  very  irreligious  and  pro- 
fane therein.  But  if  any  do  principally , and  in 
the  firft  place,  feek  to  God,  may  they  not  then 
innocently  and  lawfully  make  ufe  of  the  bejl  hu- 
man help  the  providence  of  God  affords  them  ? 
I muff  profefs  and  declare,  on  the  part  of  many 
of  the  inoculated,  that  they,  aixl  their  friends 
concerned  for  them,  have  gone  into  the  pra£tice 
with  many  prayerf  to  God,  and  other  fuitable  ex- 
preflions  of  irujl  and  devotion, 

Obj.  5.  But  Hill,  fome  fay,  this  practice  looks,  to 
them,  like  taking  God’ s work  out  of  his  hand. 

Ans.  Indeed  this  diftemper  can  arreft  none 
without  a com  million  from  God.  But  yet  it  is 
not  inflidled  by  God’s  immediate  hand ; we  receive 
it  in  a natural  way,  and  by  means  of  fetond  caufes  : 
and  this  we  do  in  the  way  oj  inoculation , as  well  as 
of  common  infection.  If  we  have  the  Small  Pox 
in  either  of  thefe  ways,  it  is  dill  the  work  of  God  ; 
foi  all  the  fecond  cauies  depend  on,  and  a£t  under 
Him,  the  lirft  cauie.  And,  the  application  oj  means 
natural  for  this  or  that  endY  is  it  not  an  application  to 
the  Ctod  of  nature  ? If  God  does  not  co-operate 
by  bis  actual  providence , can  the  effedl  be  pro- 
duced ? for,  who  is  he  that  faith , and  it  cometh  to 
P'fs > ™J-cn  the  Lord  commandeth  it  not  ? What  is 
tlicie  of  the  hand,  or  power  of  man  in  this  work, 
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after  the  incifion  is  made,  and  the  matter  ap, 
plied  ? The  work  is  Jiill  left  with  God , and  we 
muft  wait  upon  him  for  his  a&ual  influence  and 
blefling,  even  as  the  hufbandman  does  for  the 
rain  and  funfhine  of  heaven,  after  the  feed  is 
thrown  into  the  earth. 

Obj.  6.  But  the  Small  Pox  is  a judgment  of  God , 
fent  to  puuiJJj  and  humble  us  for  our  Jins  ; and  iuhy 
fjnll  we  f evade  it , a/ul  think  to  turn  it  away  from 
us  ? 

Ans.  I fully  agree  to  it,  that  it  is  a fore  judge- 
ment of  God  upon  us  for  our  fins,  which  we 
have  much  deferved  •,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  la- 
mented, that  it  has  no  better  efFedt  upon  the 
hearts  ol  men.  But  is  it  unlawful  to  ufe  means 
for  our  prefervation  from  a del'clating  judgment  ? 
Efpecially , if  at  the  very  time  that  God  fends  the 
judgment,  he  fhews  us  a way  to  efcape  the  extre- 
mity and  deftruftion  at  leaft,  if  not  the  touch  of 
it.  If  a gracious  God  fhews  us  fo  much  mercy 
as  this  under  the  judgment,  does  it  become  us  to 
put  it  away  from  ourfelves , or  rather  fliould  we  not 
accept  it  with  adoring  thankfulnefs  ? If  this  town 
was  to  fuffer  an  inundation , that  would  be  a more 
terrible  judgment  than  this,  and  we  fliould  look 
upon  it  too  as  a righteous  punifhment  for  our 
fins  •,  yet  would  any  refufe  to  make  ufe  of  a boat 
or  a plank , that  might  providentially  come  in  his  way, 
thinking  that  to  do  it  would  be  a criminal  evading 
the  judgment  ? 1 trow  not. 

Obj.  7 . But,  fome  have  faid  to  me,  This  me- 
thod tends  to  take  off  the  fears  oj  this  dijemper  from 
the  minds  of  people,  and  who  knows  of  what  fpiritual 
advantage  theft fears  might  be  to  them  F 
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In  anfwer  to  this,  I would  aflc,  Whether  God 
cannot  make  the  mercy  of  their  prefervation  and 
recovery  in  this  way,  of  fpiritual  advantage  to 
them  alfo,  and  by  that  lead  them  to  repentance  ? 
And,  I truly  hope,  the  falvation  of  God  bellowed 
upon  fome  in  this  way,  as  well  as  the  other,  will 
have  a gracious  fan&ifying  effect  upon  them,  un- 
der the  powerful  working  of  the  Spirit  of  Grace. 
I was  glad  to  fee  the  ferious  frames  fome  of  them 
were  in  at  the  very  time  $ how  much  affected  they 
feemed  to  be  with  the  favour  of  God  to  them  ; 
what  a good  profeffion  of  holy  refolution  fome  of 
them  made.  And  I would  take  this  opportunity 
to  call  upon  them  from  God  to  remember  the 
fame,  and  to  be  daily  performing  their  vows. 


Obj.  8.  Some  object  againft  the  practice , becaufe 
of  the  unhappy  cotfequetices  of  it  among  "us  ; the 
feuds  and  contention , Jin  and  mfchiej. \ that  it  has  oc - 
caftoned. 

Ans.  Of  this,  I hope,  I am  a mournful  fpec- 
tator  ; and  it  has  made  me  fundry  times  ready  to 
take  up  that  with,  Oh  that  I had  wings  like  a dove  ! 
And  I muff  freely  declare,  that  I look  upon  that 
fpirit  of  party  and  divifion  that  is  reigning  among 
us,  to  be  a forer  judgment  of  God  upon  us,  than 
the  diitemper  which  has  fo  diftreffed  us.  But  yet 
l am  far  from  thinking,  that-  the  badnefs  of  the 
thing  in  rtfelf,  is  t°  be  argued  or  inferred  from 
this  effeEt  of  it : For,  does  not  the  fame  effe£l 
attend  many  other  things  unqueflionably  good  in 
themfelves,  fuch  as  the  building  of  houfes  for  the 
worihip  of  God,  the  choice  of  minifters,  and  of 
perfons  to  ferve  in  the  date,  & c.  Nay,  the  very 
preaching  of  the  gofpel  in  the  world,  though  it 
be  the  gofpel  0 f peace,  and  the  gofpel  of  falvation 
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t'oo,  lias  been,  and  is,  incidentally,  through  the 
corruption* of  men’s  hearts,  and  under  the  influ- 
ence of  the  envious  enemy  of  mankind,  the  occa- 
lton  of  all  this,  according  as  our  Saviour  has  fore- 
told that  it  would  be,  faying,  as  Matt.  x.  34,  35. 
“ Think  not  that  I am  come  to  fend  peace  on  earth : 
“ I came  not  to  fend  peace,  but  a fword.  For  I 
*l  am  come  to  fet  a man  at  variance  againft  his 
u father,  and  the  daughter  againft  her  mother, 
“ and  the  daughter-in-law  againft  her  mother-in- 
“ law.  And  a man’s  foes  {hall  be  they  of  his 
“ own  houfe.” 

Obj.  9.  Some  frame  an  objection  againft  this 
praftice,  from  the  decrees  of  God.  They  fay,  that 
God  has  predetermined  and  fixed  the  period  of  every 
one’s  life , beyond  which  nothing  Jhall  protraB  it ; ft 
that  if  his  time  be  come , inoculation  will  not  fave  the 
performs  life. 

Ans.  But  this  argument  may  as  well  be  urged 
againft  the  ufe  of  all  phyfic,  nay  even  of  food,  as 
againft  this  pra&ice.  I truly  believe,  as  my  bible 
teaches  me,  that  God  has  fixed  the  period  of 
every  one’s  life  ; but  I alfo  believe,  that  he  has 
done  it  with  a regard  to  fecond  caufes,  or  that  courfe 
of  nature  which  he  has  eftablilhed  •,  the  end  and 
means  are  determined  together . He  that  has  fixed 
in  his  own  council  how  long  we  (hall  live,  has 
alfo  determined,  that  by  fuch  and  fuch  means, 
our  lives  fliall  be  continued  to  that  period  of  time. 
And  how  does  any  one  know,  but  this  is  to  be  the 
appointed  means  of  their  prefervation  in  life  ? 

Obj.  10.  Some  have  afked,  Whither  we  could 
a fare  them  their  lives  in  this  way  ? 
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Ans.  It  is  ftrange  that  any  ffiould  put  the: 
queftion,  when  there  is  none  can  give  the  uffur- 
ance  of  this,  not  in  the  mojl  innocent  and  common 
means , that  are  every  day  made  ufe  of:  .Why  then 
ffiould  they  demand  it  in  this  ? I know  of  one 
who  died  under  a vomit.  Another,  whom  I alfo 
knew,  died  by  pulling  out  a tooth  ; the  bleeding 
at  the  gums,  after  the  extraction  of  the  tooth, 
could  not  be  {topped,  and  in  a few  hours  he  died. 
And,  for  my  own  part,  as  much  as  I am.  now  for 
inoculation,  I am  not  at  all  fhy  to  fay,  that  a 
perfon  may  mifcarry  under  it ; for  God  is  fove- 
reign , and  will  keep  us  in  a dependence  upon  him,, 
in  the  ufe  of  all  means.  But  if  it  be  fafe,  under 
the  common  bleffmg  of  God,  that  is  fufficient  to 
warrant  me  to  venture  upon  it,  when  there  is  oc- 
cafton.  Nay,  if  one  in  an  hundred  ffiould  die  in 
this  way,  while  there  is  demonjlration  (as  there 
then  would  be)  that  it  is  ten  times  as  fafe  as  the 
common  way  of  infection,  this,  I humbly  con>- 
eeive,  would  be  fufficient  to  juftify  my  going  into 
it ; though  I mult  confefs,  in  this  particular,  I 
was  once  of  another  mind* 

Obj.  Tl  . But  fnppofe  I Jtoould  die  in  the  way  of' 
inoculation , would  it  not  make  a dying  hour  very  dark 
to  me,  to  think  that  I ufed  meam  to  bring  it  upon 

Ans.  This  is  a queftion,  I muft  confefs,  has 
been  the  mod  affecting  to  me,  of  any  that  have 
related  to  this  matter.  But  after  the  molt  ferrous 
confideration  I have  beftowed  upon  it,.  I thus 
think  : If  a perfon  ffiould  die  under  inoculation, 
he  dies  in  the  ufe  of  the  moft  likely  means  he 
knew  of,  to  fave  his  life,  in  a time  of  common 
peril  j he  dies  then  in  the  way  of  duty , and  fo  inn 

B God’s; 
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God's  way  : If  the  blefling  is  denied,  he  muft 
humbly  refign  this  frail  life  unto  the  God  of  it , 
looking  for  the  mercy  of  cur  Lord  Jefus  Chrijl  unto 
eternal  life. . 

Obj.  12.  There  is  one  thing  more  faid  againft 
this  practice,  which  I am  loath  to  take  notice  of, 
becaufe  of  the  prophanenefs  of  it ; but  it  being  fo 
frequently  in  the  mouths  of  people,  I cannot  but 
name  it.  It  is  this,  T hat  it  is  originally  from  the. 
Devil. 

Ans.  Sure  this  is  the  effect  of  tranfport  ! I will 
return  a better  anfwer  to  it  than  it  deferves:  If  it 
be  a method  of  fafety,  and  a beneft  to  mankind , as 
hitherto  it  appears  to  b«,  how  came  the  Devil  to 
be  the  author  of  it  ? Was  he  ever  a benefaftor  to 
mankind  ? No  : But  he  is  a murderer  from  the  be- 
ginning. Every  age  of  the  world  produces  fome 
new  and  ufeful  difcoveries,  in  one  profefhon,  art, 
and  fcience,  or  another;  and,  if  this  difcovery  be 
referved  for  our  day,  why  Ihould  it  not  be  ac- 
cepted in  all  places  with  all  thankjulnefs  ? In  a word, 
I cannot  but  think  its  original  derived  elfewherc, 
becaufe  my  bible  teaches  me,  that  every  good  and 
perfect  gift  comes  down  from  the  Father  of  lights. 

As  to,  that  objection,  of  the  danger  of  others 
catching  the  dijlemper  from  the  inoculated , there 
needs  only  this  to  be  laid,.  That  as  it  is  to  be 
fuppofed  the  pra£lice  will  not  be  gone  into  till 
the  danger  of  inieftion  becomes  common  in  a 
.place,  fo  there  may  be  methods  eafily  taken,  to 
prevent  its  hazarding  of  others  that  cannot  yet 
come. into  it ; and  I think  there  ought  to  be  a 
gr.udent  care  in.  this  refpetl. 

Thus* 
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Thus,  Sir,  I have  freely  given  you  my  thoughts, 
about  this  practice,  fo  much  fpohen  again ft.  I mull 
now  leave  you  to  judge  for  yourfelf,  praying  God 
to  Jhew  you  his  -way.  If  you  come  into  the  prac- 
tice, I know  you  will  not  do  it  in-  carnal  fecurity  ; 
for  that  may  provoke  God  to  deny  the  blefling.. 
And,  if  God  pleafe  to  give  it  the  defired  fuccefs,, 
you  will  religioully  give  glory  to  him,  not  only 
for  delivering  you  from  death , but  for  laving  you 
from  fuch  a bed  of  corruption , as  others  have  many 
auearifome  days  and  nights  appointed \ them  in  -,  you 
will  think  yourfelf  the  more  obliged  to  thank  and 
praife  your  kind phyftcian,  (I  mean  the  Great  One), 
who  has  wrought  your  cure  by  fo  gentle  a method. 

I have  no  more  to  add,  but  my  prayers,  that 
you  and  I may  be  made  meet  for,  and,  in  God’s- 
time,  brought  fafe  to,  that  world,  where  there 
lhall  be  no  mortftcknefs , nor  any  more  death ; where 
fin,  and  all  the  penal  confequences  of  it,  lhall  be 
done  away  for  ever..
